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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner maintains that Kiguchi teaches a 
"tubular dispensing means". Conceding the fact that the ink jet print head is rectangular, the ink is then forced through the tubular nozzles 
which constitute a tubular dispensing means. As to the vertical cross section, it is an arbitrary orientation as Fig. 17 shows an orientation 
whereby the vertical cross section is circular. The independent claims containing language that the tubular dispending means is "disposed 
horizontally" does not preclude an alternate orientation of the Inkjet print head. 
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
